Wonderful  exam- 
ples bf  the  power  of  the  simple  words  of 
Scripture  point  to  ouy  defense  against  dan- 
gers, nnd  our  duty  to  our  country.

A colporter  in  Montana  met 
an  Indian,  a graduate  bf  Carlisle,  who  in- 
meet face  to  stantly  said:  “I  want  a Bible  and  I pay 
in  hay.”  Without  waiting  for  further  par- 
Onlyf  thus  can  the  wisdom  ley  the  Indian  started  on  a lope  half  a mile 

across  the  fields  and  presently  returned  with 
a load  of  hay  on  his  hack.  He  fastened  the 
hay  at  the  back  of  the  waiting  wagon, 
f the  Bible  Society,  in  “Now,”  he  said,  “1  want  my  Bible.”  And 

he  took  it  with  joy.  ' 

If  in  some  places  there  is  shocking  indif- 
ference ip  the  fact,  in  others  there  is  pain 
because  there  are  no  Bibles;  “a  famine  of 
not  be-  hearing  the  word  of  the  Lord.”
